ARMY MEDICAL SERVICE LIBRARIES 


In an effort to ascertain how the resources and services of the 
Army Medical Library may best be utilized by and integrated with 
Army Medical Service libraries in the field, a survey of these in- 
stallations is now under way. The program began with an informal 
inspection of the Brooke Army Medical Center libraries conducted 
25 - 27 June by Miss Estelle Brodman, Assistant Librarian for Ref- 
erence Services, and Captain Harold W. Tucker MSC, Adjutant, Army 
Medical Library. On 3 - 5 July, Captain Tucker visited the library 
at Fitzsimons Army Hospital, Denver, where he was assisted by 
Miss Mary E. Grinnell, of the AML staff, who was in Denver attending 
the MLA Convention. On 6 July, he visited the library of the Medica 
Nutrition Laboratory, Chicago, and on 7 and 8 August, Captain Tucker 
and Lieutenant Colonel Frank B. Rogers will visit the libraries of the 
station hospitals at Fort Eustis and Fort Lee, Virginia. 


Captain Tucker will continue to make similar inspection trips 
to other Army installations throughout the remainder of this fiscal 
year. 


CONVENTIONS 


Following the Medical Library Association Meeting in Denver 
(reported in last month's News), Colonel Rogers traveled to Chicago 
for the meeting of the Association of Research Libraries, held on 
the University campus 6 and 7 July. He remained in Chicago for 
the first two days of the American Library Association's 75th An- 
niversary meeting before returning to the Army Medical Library on 
ll July.

Wiggins, and Captain Harold W. Tucker. Mr. Joseph Groesbeck, 
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Assistant Librarian for Acquisition, read a paper on "The Acquisition 
Policies and Problems of the United Nations Headquarters Library" 
at the 12 July meeting of the ALA Acquisitions Round Table. He was 
elected Chairman of the Round Table for the coming year. 


CLEVELAND VISIT 


The Director inspected the History of Medicine Division, in 
Cleveland, on 24 - 26 July. Colonel Rogers reviewed a number of 
problems concerning cataloging, binding, acquisitions, microfilming 
program, and work measurement reports with the Chief of the Diy- 
ision, Dr. William Jerome Wilson, and with Miss Harriet Jameson, 
Dr. Dorothy M. Schullian, and Mr. Jean Eschmann. On 25 - 26 July, 
Miss Eleanor Hasting was also in Cleveland to discuss cataloging 
matters with Miss Jameson. 


The History of Medicine Division has just finished a rather 
trying period during which plasterers were at work refurbishing the 
building; work schedules were rearranged during this time. 


The program of listing and disposing of out-of-scope document 
materials is near completion. Additional rented space has been ac- 
quired outside the main building and once shelving has been procured 
moves toward shifting materials within the Cleveland branch and be- 


tween Washington and Cleveland will be begun.
